Once clear- 
ed, the cost of plowing, discing and 
planting to cane would average about 
$20 to $25 per acre. The young cane 
would require cultivating a few times 
until it is six months old and be ready 
to cut and fransport to sugar mill one 
year from date of planting. No further 
planting nor cultivation required for 
Eats. 

We believe an average yield of 50 
tons of cane per acre very low, when 
we know measured acres have gone al, 
Wost twice that., We believe we are 
periectly safe in figuring an average 
price of $5 per ton of cane, cut and 
loaded on cars on plantation siding.

settlers- have stuck to the Lake Okee- 
chobce country than ever stuck in any 
other new country, 


It is truly “a poor man’s country"— 
too much so for the good of the coun- 
try. Too many people are content with 
poor people’s lives, Poor people are 
good people, but there are good people 
who are not poor. 


Some of the sociability of the com- 
ininity may pe lost in the next stage of 
the country’s development. In some of 
the California developments alfalfa was 
the settler’s first crop; the alfalfa 
farmers all lived at the community 
hotel family style, calling each other 
by their first names or by nicknames, 
and holding round-table talks on their 
problems and planning toge:her.

“LOWERING CANALS 


Boats Not Only Means of 
Transportation; Engin- 
eer Points Out 


Canals of the Everglades D: ge 
District system.are primarily for drain- 
age and their use for navigation is 
secondary Chief Drainage Engineer F 
C. Elligt says in a memorandum letter 
issued the latter part of last week, re- 
stating the status of the matter and the 
fixed policy of the board of commis- 
sioners. 
` The discussion is an old one, recur- 
ring annually. 

The chief engineer points out that 
transportation facilities have been ex- 
panded in recent years and that access 
can be had to a railroad at Clewiston 
‘lon the lake and that highways are open 


The letter of th icf engineer on 
the subject follow: full: 


In re Water Levels Everglades Drain- 
age Canals. Memorandum: 

‘The chief drainage engineer is in re- 
ceipt of protests in reference to reduc- 
ing water levels through the lowe; 
reaches of the canals on the ground 
that transportation will be inconven- 
ienced or hindered thereby. . 

The canals of Everglades Drainage 
District are constructed and operated 
primarily for drainage, Any other 
uses, such as transportation, to which 
the canals may be put must be second- 
ary, and are merely incident upon thei:

At all locks ‘at the Take openings in 
dams have been yegulated in such man- 
ner that the water level immediately 
selow the locks has stood between 15.0 
and 15.5 feet. All dams at the lower 
ends of the canals were regulated so as 


to hold a moderate amount of water, 


for convenience to transportation: The 
amount of water held was as much as 
was practicable without material re- 
duction»in flow through the., canals 
from the fake. With special reference 
to North New River canal, the water 
level at lock No. 4 had been held for 
abgut ten days at a higher level than 
usual to assist in extinguishing’ a fire 
which was burning west’ of lock No, 4. 
‘Upon the extinguishment of this Glades 
fire the level was reduced to the same 
as previously held. 

It is now the time of year when the 
rainy season may be expected to be- 
gin, ConSequently, on April 24th in- 
structions were issued by the chief 
drainage engineer to open all dams at 
‘the locks near the lower ends of the 
canals.and to enlarge the openings in 
the dams of the locks at/the lake, all 
of which was for preparing for the 
rainy: season, and seemed advisable 
from the standpoint of drainage. Such 
regulation result in inconvenience to 
trensportation via all uf the canals, 

The prodtice transported via the can- 
als comes from territory around Lake 


Okeechobee. There are four. routes 
available for this territory. ` 
First—To Clewiston, the, terminus 


of the A. Cs L, railway. 

Second—To Okeechobee, the termius 
of the Florida East Coast railway. 

Third—To West- Palt Beach, acces- 

ia West Palm Beach canal and 
Hu'sboro canal, together w'n connect- 
ing canal, and either across the fake 
or via the levee canal: By the above 
the hard surfaced road is reached at 
20-mile bend, from which paint produce 
can be moved. by truck to West Palm 
Beach. 

The abóve are water routes. 

Fourth—A hard surfaced road ‘from 
the head of Hillsboro canal to West 
Palin Beach affords transportation by 
truck, 

These four routes are ail PATR 
or are alternatives in place, of ‘using 
the North New River or Hillsboro 
canal for serving ‘the territory adjacent 
to and near the lake. From the drain- 
age standpoint there are no alterna- 
tives but ‘to use these canals, and for 
such purpose they are being used, The 
four transportation routes above nam- 
eq are available and ate sufficient tu 
such extent as will not justify surren- 


dering the canals primarily to uses of 
transportation to the detriment of 
drainage.

WATER FOR COAST 


Years Supply For ` 0,000 
People Would Take Onl; 
Two and Half Inches » 


A comprehensive review of the pro- 
posal that water from Lake Okeccho- 
bee be piped to West Palm Beach and 
other cities on the east coast is made 
in a letter from F. C. Elliot, chief 
drainage engineer of the Everglades 
Drainage District, to W.’A. Dutch ot 
West Palm Beach, chairman of a com 
mittee of citizens who are  seekin} 
larger and more dependable supply of 
water for domestic uses. The chief en- 
gineer does not oppose the project, The 
letter in full follows : 

Tallahassee, Fla, May 12, 1924. 
Dear Mr, Dutch: 

I beg to acknowledge your letter of 
the Ist. inst. with inclosures, all in 
reference to the dévelopment of a water 
supply for West Palm Beach including

It is not intended that the following 
be'a report in reference to water supply 
for your city or the east coast, section, 
but merely a memorandum setting forth 
briefly such matter as would relate in 
a preliminary way to, the use of Lake 
Okeechobee as a source of supply in 
case your city or the lower cast coast 
section Should decide to- use the said 
lake for such purpose, and suggesting 
one or two alternatives which our study 
of drainage conditions in that section, 
I believe, justify me in making, ‘This 
office has considerable data on rain- 
fall, evaporation, soil storage and runs. 
off in that locality which is available 
for the city’s needs at any time, if de- 
sired. « 

1. Lake Okeechobee will furnish con- 
tinually a’ quantity of water, without 
scrious draft upon its depth, sufficient 
to supply West Palm Beach and the 
east coast section’ southward, under any 
increase in population or increase in 
quantity of water for domestic needs 
which will take place in years to come» 
Lake Okeechobee will supply $00,000 
persons at the rate of 165 gallons per 
capita per day for one year from a 
depth of .2 1-2-inches of the said lake. 

2, The water from Lake Okeechobee 
as shown by analysis, is suitable for 
domestic purposes. The great size of 
the lake, in addition to supplying a 
large quantity of water, is favorable 
toa supply of high purity and freedom 
from a' dangerous degree of contamina- 
tion, bd 

3. The works constructed iy Ever- 
glades Drainage District in the nature 
of locks and dams for controlling the 
flow of water through the canals from 
the lake, and the levees constructed 
around the southeast, south and south- 
west shores of tho lake, under the plan 
of operation which the drainage board 
propose fe Everglades Drainage Dis- 
trict) makes possible) the conserving 
of water of the lake withovt disadvan:

5.-Lake Okeechobee is within the 
boundaries of Everglades Drainage 
District and within certain limits is 
by law under the control ənd jurisdic- 
tion of the board of commissioners „of 
Everglades Drainage District. It is 
‘| expected, under the law, that’ the lake 
s {will be regulated principally for drain- 
age to the best advantage of the dis- 
trict, but Fisòvin so far'as practicable, 
that its waters shall be conserved for 


the benefit of the said district far irri- f 
> |gstion, navigation, domestic 


supply, 


and other uses as m: advantageous, 
In the event it should be desired te 
take water from Lake Okeechobee for 
uge either within or without the dis- 
trict, arrangements should be made 
with the board of commissioners of 
Everglades Drainage District looking 
to that end. 

6. In reference to using water from 
Palm Beach canal, or any other, for 
domestic purposes, it may be stated 
that this is a possible source of supply 
worth investigating, but the same is 
subject to the following - unfavorable 
features ; > 

Ai canals will be subject to a high 


k degree of pollution and during a con- 


siderable portion of. the time will be 
entirely shut off from Lake Okeecho- 
bee, At such times the water in the 
same will be that which „will accumu- 
late through infiltration from the land 
through which it passes? The muck 
section of the Everglades will contrib- 
ute water charged with carbonic and 
humous acids most undesirable in tak- 
ing into solution mineral and other im- 
purities, resulting in high treatment 
costs for making the same fit for do- 
mestic uses 

7. As against using Lake Okeechobee 
as a source of water supply, requiring 
as an extra installation an aqueduct at 
‘considerable cost, or of taking wate: 
from one of the canals at high treat- 
ment costs, the possibility of obtaining 
a supply from a system of wells, in my 
judgement, should be first looked into, 
and the terfitory near West Palm 
Beach should be prospected for devel- 
oping a-local supply from wells which 
might be used alone, or to augment to 
an adequate quantity, the local basin 
now used. 

8. In reference to an area tear West 
Palm Beach as a water shed, together? 
with a reservojr site or storage basin 
such as Clear Lake and its tributary 
area now in use, the likelihood of se- 
curing an adequate supply at all times 
from this source alone does not seem 
encouraging. This office has been con- 
ducting investigations of water céndi- 
tions through drainage studics in that 
locality for the past ten years. The 
conditions which prevail there art ‘not 
favorable to obtaining reliable supply 
for, all time through storage from any 
sort of water shed of reasonable size 
The water sheds are extremely flat 
and holding basins are“quite shallow 
The first condition means that during 
an ordinary rainfall year, or a year of 
deficient rainfall, a small amount + of 


water only.can flaw from this flat 
shed. In other words, the shed has 
a low runoff, Furthermore, inter- 


sperced through these sheds are small 
ponds which dry -up in winter and 
spring, and, which aré capable of hold- 
ing stwo to four feet of water when 
full. These ponds in ordinary years 

event any appreciable runoff from thc 
sheds by holding temporarily the 
greater part of the surpjus rainfall and 
dissipate the same hy evaporation and 
seepage in a’ few weeks after the rainy 
season is past. The collection hnd 
storage of adequate quant ities of water 
for your rapidly increasing needs from 
sheds of this nature during a cycle ot 
deficient rainfal] years would certain- 
ly be doubtful and the obtaining of suchi 
an essential as water should not be 
left to doubt, As to the second con 
dition, that of holding»basins, the nat- 
ural basins in that locality are shallow 
and the quantity of water stored is ri 
atively small when the area of the ba- 
sin is considered.’ This is unfayorablé 
from the evaporation standpoint, as 
during ap ordinary year a loss of - 50 
inches in depth can be counted upon 
and during deficient rainfall years this 
loss will reach 60 inches.. These quan- 
tities have been recorded and confirm- 
ed time after time from our observa- 
tion stations throughout the Everglades 
Draniage District. Such a.loss would 
represent one-half of the entire supply 
stored in a holding basin having ‘an 
average depth of 10 feet. As already 
stated in paragraph 7, it imigh be pos- 
sible, and. is worth\ nvestigation, to 
ascertain whether or 'not a system of 
wells could be develoved which, in con- 
junction with Clear Lake and its water 
sheds, would afford an adequate sup- 
uly. 

9. Should the-alternatives mentioned, 
after investigation, -be found not satis- 
factory, then the-use,of Lake Okee- 
chobee, as a source Of supply can be 
resorted to with the certainty that ade- 


quate supply will bè available and that- 


the water will be of suitable character 
for dontestic purposes.

“The investigation is being made for 
the purpose of trying to find out what 
troubles affect horses, mules, cattle and 
hogs throughout the Everglades and it 
will be the endeavor of Dr, Shealy to 
visit and examine all sick animals 
which are reported to him.’ In doing 
this he will give to the owners the best 
advice as to the care of sick animals 
and this advice willbe given absolute- 
ly without charge. Dr, Shealy is a yet- 
erinarian of long experience, has had 
a most excellent training in the best 
veterinary schools of this country “and 
has, for a number of years, been profes- 
Sor of veterinary science in the Uni-
